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~ FORCE AND FRAUD 


WILL SECURE A VICTORY IN TUE 
; FEDERAL SENATE. 


PARTISANSHIP WILL RULE THE DAY. 


The Object ot Blair's Resolution to Pave the 
Way for Limitation of Debate se as to 
Pase the Force Bill. 


WASHINGTON, August 1.—[Special.J]—The 
republican side of the senate has just discov- 
ered itself in an embarrassing position. As it 
stands now, the senate is doing practically 
nothing. It has taken a week to go through 
four pages of the tariff bill, which contains 181 
pages. At this rate it would take just forty- 
five weeks, or until the middle of June, 1891, 
todispose of the bill. The democrats offer 
amendments, and talk upon them whenever 
the opportunity offers, but they have not fairly 
commenced yet. They have thousands upon 
thousands of amendments, and will not hesi- 
tate to consume the greatest amount of time 
until the republicans give them pusitive as- 
surance that the foree bill will never be 
brought before the senate for action, “With 
that assurance, the democrats would willingly 
allow the tariff bill to pass. 

THE ONLY TWO REMEDIES. 

The republicans have but two possible reme- 
dies to extricate themselves from the present 
difficulty. 

i. Agree to adjourn after after the tariff and 
appropriation bills have been disposed of, with- 
out calling up the force bill at all, which means 
to.abandon the bill entirely. 

2. Change the rules of the senate right now, 
in order that the majority may call the pre 
vious question on a bill when it chaoses. Apply 
this to the §tariff bill, dispose of ittin short 
order, and then take up the force bill and dis- 
pose of it likewise. 

The republican side is divided in opinion as 
to what todo. Teller, Plumb, Hale, Hiscock, 
Aldrich and Allison would prefer the first 
remedy. They think the tariff bill infinitely 
more important than the election bill. In- 
deed, one of these senators, a member of the 
finance committee which prepared the tariff 
bill, approached Senator Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, yesterday, and told him that if the 
diemocrats would agree to allow the tariff bil! 
to pass-in a reasonable length of time, .he 
would agree that the republicans would drop 
the force bill entirely. 

“But,’’ responded Mr. Blaekburn, ‘‘will the 
majority of the republican senators agree to 
your proposition, and give us assurances as.a 
party that you will drop the force bill ?’’ 

“T den’t know,” replied the republican 

senator, ‘‘but I will agree to do allinmy power 
to bring it about.”’ 
“You might do that and fail,’’ said the Ken- 
cuckian. ‘‘When your party in caucus decides 
upon this trade we will agree toit, but we can 
entertain no proposition from any one or two 
moun Of your side.’’ 

As the majority of republicans will not as- 
sent to any such plan, they must either allow 
debate on the tariff to go on indefinitely, or 
else resort to the seeond remedy above men- 
ticued. 

TRIS THEY WILL DO. 

This they will probably do at once. Such 
a course was setin motion today by Senator 
Biair, .who, after stating that it was evident 
certain senators were acting simply to 
delay the senators in the progress of 
the tariff bill, introduced a_ resolution 
instructing the committee . on rules 
14o bring 1n a new rule within four days under 
which the previous question could be ordered 
at a fixed time in any pending measure. 

Under objections from the democratic sen- 
ators the resolution went over unti! tomorrow, 
when it will be taken up and disposed of. 

In speaking of the resolution th's afternoon, 
Scnater Blair saidit was not aimed at the force 
bill, but at the tariff bill. Hesaid the time 
had arrived for the adoption of a rule by which 
debate could be limited, but he further said he 
Was not acting forthe caucus. However, as 
thisis what the caucus has decided upon, 
although many republicans think it an unwise 
course, the chances are that*it will be 
adopted. The gag rule will be reported and 
applied at once. 

WHERE INGALLS WILL COME IN. 

Under the present rules of the senate, un- 
dimited debate is allowed on the motion to 
change the rules, but Ingalls has the nerve to 
cut off debate at his own sweet will, and put 
the motion. It will create a sensation, and 
probably a wild scene, but there is an object in 
view, and protests from the democrats will 
make no difference with the rabid republic- 
ans. With a gag rule in force, the senate can 
proceed with great swiftness to dispose of the 
tariff and take up the force bill. Then, with 
the same rules, the republicans can fix any 
cay they choose for a final vote and pass the 
force and fraud bill. 

THE LITTLE MAN TALKS. 
Just before Mr. Harrison left for Cape May 


he sent for a number of the leading republican * 


senators, and impressed upon them, as best he 
could, the necessity of passing an‘election bill. 
He had been coached by Tom Reed, and he 
told them that if the bill failed in the senate 
it would ruin the party, and surely give the 
next house and probably the presidency to the 
democrats in 1892. This had. been made a 
party measure. The republican party of the 
country had endorsed it, in its national plat- 
form, and he had:recommended itin his mes- 
sage to congress. The senate must either 
pass an election bill of some kind 
or else the party would go down in defeat. 
President Harrison further told the senators 
that he had already instructed the department 
of justice to prepare a plan, complete in de- 
tail, tocarry out the provisions of the bill 
Without delay when it becomes alaw. Bythis 
plan the president expects to make the force 
bill applicable to the November elections, if it 
becomes a law, even so late as the middie of 
October. Harrison is ready to use troops at 
the polls if the law will allow him to, and he 
has an idea that although the senate will strike 
out the bayonet clause and other iniquitous 
features, Tom Reed will have the house 
reinsert them and insist upon it in confer} 
ence. 

However, the best informed republicans of 
the house say the house will be willing to- 
agree to striking out these features, 
but will insist that the provisions of the bill 
shall only be made applicable in districts 
whereit is petitioned for. 

THE CONSTITUTION’S FIGHT. 
THE ConsTITuTIOon’s fight, in arousing the 


south to action, is felt here more and more 


every day. It has caused the toning down of 
the bill, and is bringing in petitions by the 
score daily from all over the north against the 
billin any shape. The republicans have, how- 
ever, gone toofar now to back down, although 
many of the conservative element would like 
to do so. The rabid bloody shirt element, 
the political thieves and south haters, such as 
*‘Billy’’ Chandler and Hoar, are leading now. 
They ate determined to pass this fraud and 
force measure, and with Reed and Harrison 


lashing the lagging: members with the party | 


bull whip, the chances are that it will go 
through in a modified form by a strict party 
vote. Then, after having won a partial vic- 
tory, Reed will come in and attempt to make 
his victory complete. Through his conference 
commnittee he will insist on many of the 
vicious features being reinserted, and with 
the exception of the bayonet clause, will prob- 
ably succeed. 

But the bayonet clause is dead. There will 


| be no federal. bayonets around the southern 


polls. Yet there will be a great gang.of car- 


petbaggers and republican scalawags of the 
lowest.and most degraded type in the shape of ' 


supervisors and deputy. marshals, hovering 
around our polls. 

Let the south continue to protest. Let the 
south continue tecall on the conservative 
north to aid us, and perhaps yet public opinion 
may force even Reed to consent to the bill 
being so wild that it will be practically in- 
operative.

Mr. Snook has been on a bnsimess trip 
through the west, and he will now spend some 
daysin Washington. He says#* everywhere he 
has been he has talked with leading business 
men, and he finds them, of both parties, 
unanimously and decidedly opposed to the 
force bill. He says Tus ConstTiTution’s 
protest has been felt in commercial circles all 
over the country. The business men, he says, 
fear it will injure the commercial interests of 
the entire country, andif necessary, he says, 
then the business men of the north and west, 
will meet in general convention, and petition 
congress not to pass the bill. This would bea 
most excellent idea, and if carried out no 
party would dare disregard such a demand. 
Why caanot this be done. If it should be the 
republicans would be compelled to consider it, 
and many say it would defeat the bill.

THE ABSENT ONES. 


The Houso Unable to Transact Business on 
Aceount of the Lack of a Quorum, 

WASHINGTON, August 1.—The house resumed 
consideration of the senate amendments to the 
sundry civil appropriation bill. The question being 
on nori-ceneurrence in the senate amendment 
appropriating $50,090 for a light house near Mary- 
land Point, Potomac river, Mr. Rogers of Arkan- 
sas, rose and being recognized by the speaker, 
said that he wished to submit a few remarks. 

Mr. Cannon made the point that the debate was 
notinorder. The speaker was at first inclined to 
sustain this point, but after a brief debate, in 
order to save time, he recognized Mr. Cannon to 
move the previous question. 

Mr. Rogers—Ilt is a difference of opinion. 

The Speaker—It is a difference of opinion, 
which this house can and does base its judg- 
ment on. 

Mr. Rogers—I have no doubt about that and I 
have no doubt what the verdict is. 

The Speaker—I have not either. 

Mr. Rogers remarked that was one point on 
which the speaker and he agreed. 

The previous question was ordered—yeas, 103; 
nays, 6}. On pon-concurring to the senate amend- 
ment, no quorum voted. 

A motion to adjourn was made and voted down, 
anda call of the house was ordered. -This dis- 
closeda tYuorumn and further proceedings under 
call were dispensed with. 

Against this, Mr. Rogers protested, saying that 
this was the second time that the speaker,after hay- 
ing recognized him, had summarily taken him off 
the ficor. The speaker thought that he had always 
treated the genticman with politeness and re- 
spect. The chair had not recognized the gentleman 
for debate. When the gentleman rose, of course, 
the chair could not tell what he rose for until he 
stated it. 

Mr. Rogers suggested that when no one was oc- 
cupying the floor, and the gentieman rose and was 
recognized it was none of the chair’s business 
what he was recognized for. 

The Speaker—The chair respectfully states that 
it is the chair’s business as Speaker of the house. 

Mr. Rogers—The chair arrogates that right. 

The Speaker—The chair arrogates nothing. The 
chair acts as speaker of the house. He has always 
endeayered to act towards the gentleman with en- 
tire fairness and respect. ; 

The remainder of the afternoon was consumed 
inavain attem;t to secure the presence of a 
quorum, and without disposing of the bill the 
house, at 5:39 o'clock, took a recess until 8 0’clock, 
the eveninsr session.to be for the consideration of 
private pension bills.

The “Unfinished Business” Taken Up 
and Discussed—Two Kepublican Sen- 
ators Vote With Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, August 1.—The senate metat ; 
10 o’clock a. m., and the roll call showed that ~ 
forty-seven senators were in attendance. The ‘ 


journal of yesterday having been read, Mr. 
Edmunds moved to amend and correct the 
journal by making it state the names of the 


thirty-two senators present yesterday morning | 


when the roll was first called. 

Mr. Sherman asked whether that had been 
the custom heretofore. 

The presiding ofticer (Mr. Ingalls) replied 
that it had not been. 

Mr. Sherman doubted very much that a 
change’ ought to be made. It it were made, he 
would insist on haying it applied to all calls of 
the senate, of which there: were half-a-dozen 
yesterday. But such a rule would only 
incumber the journal. 

Mr. Dawes said that he was not present 
when the roll was called yesterday morning, 
but was in the capitol, engaged in the business 
of the conference committee, and whatever 
criticism justly attached to hisabsence, under 
these circumstances, he was willing to take. 

The matter was further discussed by Messrs. 
Butler, Platt, Evarts, Wilson of Iowa, and 
Harris, ali of them expressing opposition to 
the motion on the ground that it would be 
manifestly unjust to senators who were absent 
on account of sickness and te those who were 
paired, that it should notapply to the past, 
and that it would be contrary tothe immemo- 
rial usage of the senate. 

Mr. Edmonds defended the motion and said 
he had not supposed it would offend the sensi- 
bilities of anyone. 

Mr. Dawes, in a tone ofirony, congratulated 
the country that those senators who have been so 
anxious to insist upon an early meeting of the 
senate had found a method fer useful employ- 
ment of the time thus gained. 

Mr. Edmunds’s motion was rejected. 


Mr. Blair offered a resolution instructing 


the committee on rules to report within four 
days a rule for the incorporation of the phe sa 
question,or some mnethod of limiting and closing 
Libats im parliamentary proceedure of the 
senate, and asked for its immediate vonsidera- 
tion. 

Objection was made on the democratic side, 
and the resolution went over till tomorrow. 

The house joint resolution to permit Captain 
George W. Davis, Fourteenth United States in- 
fantry, to, accept a position in the. Nicaragua 
Canal Construction Company, was taken from the 
calendar and passed, 

THE “UNFINISHED BUSENESS.”’ 

The senate then proceeded to the consideration 
of the tariff bill, resuming it. at paragraph G3, 
page 10, under the head of “Lead products,” The 
articles of litharge and nitrate of lead, were 
allowed to pass without comment, but to the 
third article, “Orange mineral, 3% cents per 
pound,’ Mr. Vance offered an aunendment reduc- 
ing the rate to 2/4 cents. 

n course of discussion, Mr. Vest expressed 
himself in favor of reducing all duties on lead 
and its various products, although his own state 
was the greatest lead producing state.in the union. 
A jocular allusion having teen made by Mr, Ed- 
munds to the farmers alliance, Mr. Morgan said 
that he would be no proper representative 


of his state if he left the alliance out of considera- | h 


tion, inasmuch as 9% per cent’ of the white 
farmers of Alabama were alliancemen, They 
eould not run hin off from supporting their true 
and honest interest.

Mr. McPherson spoke of the lead trnst, which 
controlled the entire lead trade of the country. 
He told of his having met not longago, ina New 
York bank, a past owner of a lead mine, who had 
told him that the lead trust had offered to pur- 
chase his interest. 

“Mow much is your plant worth,” Mr. McPher- 
son asked. 

“[ could duplicate it for $200,000," was the 
answer. 

“And how much does the trust offer you?’’ 

‘4 million dollars.” 

‘‘And how does the trust expect to be able to 
pay you a million dollars for what is only worth

duct.’ 

“The offer has been accepted, and,’’ said Mr. 
McPherson, ‘‘the price has been increased to an 
extent to enable the trust to pay a dividend on 
any amount it sees fit to fix.” 

Finally the discussion came to an end and a 
vote was taken on Mr. Vance’s amendment. It 
was rejected by the usual party vote—yeas 21, 
nays 2). 

Other amendments, offered on the democratic 
side, were rejected, some after a brief debate and 
others at once, While such amendments as came 
from the republican side, being recommended by 
the finance cominittee, were a)ll agreed to, whether 
they increased or reduced the dutiez, or placed 
articles onthe free list upon such recommenda- 
tion. 

The paragraph taxing —— at 20 per cent ad 
valorem was struck out, and sponges go to the 
free list. Then schedule B was reached, which 
refers to earthen and glass ware. Mr. McVherson 
said that no manufacturer of pottery or glass 
ware in his state had represente| to him any 
desire to have the existing rate of duty increased. 
He would. therefore, move to reduee rates by 
the amount of additional probation given 
under the customs administrative bill. 
His first amendment was to reduce 
the duty on fire-brick, not glazed, enameled 
or decorated, from $1.25 per ton to 20 per cent ad- 
valorem, and on glazed or .ornamintal fire-brick 
from 45 per cent to 40. Rejected. In relation to 
this paragragh as to fire-brick and tiles, a col- 
logquy occurred between Messrs. Piumb and His- 
cock, the latter having stated that since the es- 
tablishment of those industries of the United 
States, the prices of the articles had fallen 25 per 
cent. 

Mr. Piumb wanted to know whether these were 
the only articles that had declined in price. 

Mr. Hiscock admitted that they were not, but 
said that, in regard to the industry, prices had 
fallen veryrapidly after the industry was pro- 
tecte 


d. 

Mr. Plumb suggested that the prices had gone 
down in other countries, as well as in the United 
States, and wanted to know whether Mr. Hiscock 
ascribed that fall in prices to the American tariff. 
It was to be ascribed, Mr. Hiscock thought, to 
competition, caused by encouragement of the in- 
dustry in the United States. Then Mr. Plumb in- 

nired whether the idea of revenue had been in 
the mind of the finance committee in making its 
recommendation. Sofar as he was concerned, 
Mr. Hiscock said, he had voted to fix the rates 
without the slightest re to revenue, either 
one way or theother. Then Mr. Plumb persisted, 
if any revenue were collected on fire-brick 
and tiles, under the increased rate of 
duty, the senator from New York

THE PATRIARCH KESIGNS. 


Result of the Kiot in Constantinople Last 
Sunday. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 1.—During the 
disturbance by Armenians in the Koomkapo 
quarter of this city, last Sunday, the sultan’s 
escutcheon, at the Armenian patriarchte. was 
carried away and smashed. The examination of 
the prisoners, who are held for taking part in the 
riot, and the searching of their houses, continue. 
It is reported that those on whom arms are found 
will be shot. The patriach, in a document 
resigning his position as spiritual head of the 


orthodox Armenians, pardons all those who took ° 


part in the hostile demonstration against him. A 
mixed council, consisting of Armenian bishops 
anid notables, assembied at the Armenian patri- 
archte Tuesday, and expressed confidence in the 
patriarch. It was decided not to accept the pa- 
triarch’s resignation if tendered. 

The council also agreed upon an answer to be 
sent in reply to the suitan’s note, informing the 
patriarch that he would be held responsible for 
any furth2r outbreak that might occur, anjl order- 
ing him to write a letter expressing his gratitude 
for the aid rendered by Turkish troops in sup- 

ressing the disturbances on Sunday, and asking 
‘or the severe punishment of the rioters. The 
reply says that the demonstrations were not 
directed against the patriarch, but was the out- 
come of the prevalent despair of the Armenians 
at the porte’s failure to reply to numerous memo- 
rials presented by the patriarchs regarding the 
Armenian church. The patriarch refused to sign 
the reply agreed upon by the council on the 
ground that he had resigned. He today officially 
resigned his office, assigning his reasons for doing 
so the condition of affafrs in regard to the Arme- 
nian church as a sufficient reply of the council to 
the sultan’s note. 

In view of the condition of affairs induced by 
Sunday’s riots and the tenor of the note from the 
sultan, he is no Jonger able to retain the position. 
His determination to resign the office is unalter.

USUALLY MEET. 


The Electric Railway Ordinance Discussed 
and Disposed Of—The Telephone 
Wires to Go Uuder Ground. 


The committee on electrical construction 
and the ordinance committee of the general 
council held a joint session in the city 
cleri’s office yesterday. 

The city attorney was to have been there. 

But was not. 

Mr. Woodward and Mr. King of the com- 
mittee on electrical construction, and Mr. 
Hutchison, Hulsey and Hendrix of the ordi- 
nance committee were present. 

So were Captain W. D. Ellis, attorney for 
the Atlanta #id Edgewood Street Car Line 
Mr. Joel Hurt, its president, and Colonel B. 
F, Abbott, representing the Atlanta, West 
End and McPherson Barrack’s Line. 

Mr. Woodward was placed in the chair, ‘and 
an invitation was given the gentlemen present 
to talk if they wanted to talk. 

Captain Eliis repeated his speech heard by 
the members of the general council at the last 
meeting. His argument against the clause re- 
quiring the roads to forfeit $5,000a mile for 
each mile of a line or system petitioned for 
and unbuilt was just as careful and forcible as 
it was before the council. 

“But, Captain Ellis’ asked Mr. Woodward 
from the chair, ‘‘suppose acompany putsin a 
petition fora line three miles long and then 
builds only two miles because the other mile 
won't pay, what will you do then ?”’ 

‘Take the charter away from them,” an- 
swered Captain Ellis. 

Colone! Abbott was given the floor and in 
less than five minutes related, and then re- 
peated the history of street cars in Atlanta 
from the day the first wheel made a revolu- 
tion. 

“When acompany asks for a right,’ said 
he, ‘“‘make them begin and complete work 
within a given time, or give up their charter. 
My company has no charter yet, but the 
charter will be granted then, by next Tues- 
day.’’ 

“What company do you represent, Colonel 
Abbott ?’’ asked Mr. King, smiling. 

“The Atlanta and West End line to Me- 
Pherson park,’’ he answered. 

‘‘How much of that line will be in Atlanta, 
in the city I mean?” asked Mr. Woodward. 

“From THE CONSTITUTION building to the 
city limits, about two miles I guess,’’ was the 
answer. 

“Don’t you know, Colonel Abbott,” asked 
Mr. Woodward, ‘‘that nearly every city in the 
unicn sell streets car franchises instead of giv- 
ng them away ?”’ 

“Only afew. Boston is the only one,’’ said 
Colonel Abbott, ‘fof which I know.

Mr. Joel Hurt then addressed the joint 
session, and, in his remarks, asserted that he 
had built the finest street railway line in the 
world. 

“If I have not,’’ said he, ‘‘please show me a 
finer one,’’ 

‘But, Mr. Hurt,’’ asked Mr. Woodward, 
‘fare not four companies after Luckie street? 
Isn’t it true that your company asks for nearly 
or about five miles of streets, and intends to 
build only on Luckie street % 

“We are ——’”’ 

“Wait, please. Luckie street is the only 
route to that part of town,’’ continued Mr. 
Woodward, turning his attention to the com- 
mittees, ‘‘and if a company builds to the end 
of the line and does not occupy the other lines, 
lateral ones you may ‘say, there will be no 
other way to reach those portions of the 
city. We want to grant their 
franchises to the companies which will pene- 
trate and develop the most territory.’’ 

‘Tf that suggestion be true,’’ said Mr. Hurt, 
‘“‘T am against the ordinance more than ever. 
If it is aimed especially at us, we will not seek 
acompromise. But that is undeserved. We 
will build every mile we ask for. There is 
nothing but good faith in us. However, it 
looks to me like this ordinance is aimed at us. 
If Luckie street is the bone of contention, we 
are willing to give up Luckie street, dag 
we are allowed to reach our collateral lines by 
other routes.”’ 

Mr. Hulsey declared himself against the or- 
dinance, as it was written in such away that 
it would apply to all companies, new and old. 

“T think,”’ said Mr. King, ‘‘that the ordi- 
nance should contain a forfeit feature; but 
whether that forfeiture should be one of 
money or franchise I am not fully satistied. 
Since the forfeit of the franchise for a want of 
full compliance has been outlined—I don’t 
know—but—what—that—will do.”’ 

Mr. Hulsey moved to make an adverse re- 
port upon the ordinance as written. 

Then a discussion among the members fol- 
lowed. Finally it was agreed to have the city 
attorney draft an ordinance with Mr. Wood- 
ward and Mr. Hulsey in accordance with Mr. 
W oodward’s ordinance, substituting a forfeit- 
ure clause for the clause requiring a bond of 
$5,000 for each mile. 

The Wires Underground. 

The electrical committee convened in the 
city hall yesterday, and Alderman Hutchison’s 
ordinance requiring all telephone wires to 
be placed underground by or before 1893 was 
read, 

Mr. Woodward opposed the ordinance in its 
third section in which it was declared that 
all telephone companies working in Atlanta 
after January, 1893, should put their wires 
underground. 

Mr. Hutchison favored the ordinance. 

Mr. King wanted to amend by requiring the

son, was adopted. 
The New House Numbers. 
Since Mayor Glenn vetoed the ordinance re- 


quiring a renumbering of houses, nothing has’ 


been done with the matter.

the matter was not reached, and the veto will 
stand. 

“IT t hink,”’ said Mayor Glenn in discussing 
the matter, ‘‘that the houses shoulda be renum- 
bered. In fact, there is no doubt about it, 
the only difficulty being the plan. fhe 
scheme presented by Mr. Saunders is a good 
one, but Atlanta has never reached a size 
where the division lines should be established. 
Whitehall and Peachtree mark a north and 
south line no more than the railroads mark an 
east and west. I think these lines should be 
marked.”’

Therecent rains have brought the 
pond within less than six inches of an over- 
flow. The water from the works shows its 
worth by the constant use made of it.

THE NIGHT SERVICE TAKES EFFECT 


MOST SUCCESSFULLY. 


A Great Improvement in the Office—The 
Special Civil Service Examination Yes- 
terday—Another Next Friday.

The night schedule, which was begun last 
night, is the latest improvement to the service 
that Postmaster Lewis has made, and he will 
be congratulated by every citizen for it.

THE ROCK MAREET. 
Tho Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 1.—The effect of. the ac- 
tion of the governors of the Bank of England in 
unexpectedly raising their minimum rate of dis- 
count, together with that of large engagements of 
gold for export this week, seem ed this morning to 
have entirely passed away and generally fayvora- 
ble conditions, and while operations of the day

Kidder, Peabody & Co. to act in conjunc- 
with the -trustees On reorganizotion, 
inspired confidence in sugar Refineries 
and shorts covered liberally throughout the 
day, although there was no doubt that there was 
also heavy realizing and that to some insiders the 
stock fluctuated rapidly and widely, but finally 
robes with a net gain of 15%.

,, Silver Certificates were again very active, 
bet without material change in- price, though it 
wse traded on a distinctly higher level than yes- 
terday. A pool is reported to have been made up 
to buy one million ounces, andthe London market 
was higher, with a marked scarcity.

: MORE AEOUT HONDURAS. 


Mr. James R. Hall, Who Lived There Once, 
Hasa to Say. 

Mr. Eugene Couch*s experience in Hondu- 
ras, as recited by him.in Tae ConstTiruTion 
was extensively read. 

And ithas produced a champion for Hon- 
‘duras in Atlanta. - 

Mr. James R. Hall, eivil and mining engi- 
neer, once lived in Honduras, aud after read- 
ing Mr. Couch’s recital, said: 

**I would like to say, in justice to Honduras, 
that Mr. Couch, ‘the survivor’s experience,’ 
which, I do not doubt, was a hard one, is no 
criterion by which to judge that country. 

‘““Sacate, the place where Mr. Couch and his 
fellow-snfferers were located, is situatod near 
the north coast, in a section of country which 
is almost unexplored, it being such a dense 
wilderness, and so unhealthy that no one cares 
to live there, except a few Indians, alligators 
and reptiles. The lands. are extremely rich, 
however, and when it is cleared makes the 
finest and most abundant crops of bananas in 
the worid, 

“Mr. Couch and his companions were very 
unfortunate in being induced to go to such a 
place, and it is quite natural that they are not 
much in love with that country. ut they 
should lay the blame to their employers, and 
not to Honduras. 

“Mr. Couch’s description of Honduras only 
applies to the very worst vicinities, which 
form only a very smail portion of the country. 
The interior and greater portion of Honduras 
is very different, in almost every respect, from 
th's north coast section. 

“There are many nice towns surrounded by 
beautiful valicys and table lands, which pro- 
duce abundantly any crop that is desired. 
There are also towering mountains and deep 
gorges, abounding im minerals of most any 
kind, aud there are portions of the country 
where you see nothing bat these high mount- 
ains and deep ravines. | 

‘Thero is no such thing as British and Span- 
ish Honduras, but Belize and Honduras 
Straight. 

‘Don Henry Pizzattiis not the commander 
ofthearmy. He may bea sub “comandante”’ 
at Sacate, and have in charge a few Indians, 
as described by Mr. Couch, but General Li- 
sandro Sanchez is  commander-in-chief 
of the Honderas army under President Bogran, 
andin time of peace is always located at 
Tega sigalpa, the capita). 

The reason Mr. Conch had trouble in get- 
tittg back to NeW Orleans is because New 
Orleans quarantines against all South and 
Central Ainerican ports every summer, but 
these fruit steamers are allowed to pass if they 
have no passengers aboard. 

“But Mr. Conch only saw the worst s'de of it, 
and at the worst time of the year, and I don’t 
blame him for not liking it. Honduras has no 
railroads, aid its natural resources, which are 
great and numerous, have not been developed. 
General Luis Bogran is perhaps the best pres- 
ident Honduras has ever had, andif his ad- 
ministration could continue for a few ‘years 
he would do wonders in the development of 


the country. He is a man,.of_ great 
ability, full of - the spirit of prog- 
ress, and thoroughly awake to the 


condition and necessities of his people and 
country. Heis very liberal and kindly dis- 
posed to foreigners, and encourages to his ut- 
most, every enterprise that tends to develop 
the resources of the country.”’

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COTTON BAGGING. 


THE GEORGIA STATE ALLIANCE.

Jute Is Four Times Cheaper, But It Is Ruled 
Clear Out—Fifty Thousand Yards of 
Cotton Bagging Already Shipped. 


Cotton bagging is the stuff, 

The farmers of Georgia will never use jute 
again. 

The next crop will be clothed almost totally 
in cotton bagging, and jute will be thrown 
chear away. 

The Alliance Exchange is busy, continuously 
shipping cotton bagging even at this early 
period. in great quantities to the varions alli- 
ances al! over the state, and the foriers are in- 
creasing every day. 

Mr. J. O. Wynn, business agent for the 
Alliance Exchange, has already shipped 
50,000 yards of cotton bagging to the alliances 
of Georgia, and is busily occupied filling new 
orders for the article every day. 

“It will be used exclusively this season,”’ he 
said yesterday, “and although jute bagging 
has become about one-forrth as costly as cot- 
ton bagg.ng, none of it will be used. 

‘**This would seem strange at first, but when 
you consider the matter, you will find that it 
is the best plan for the farmers 
to use cotton bagging even though itis about 
four times the price of jute.”’ 

“What is the price of cotton bagging now ?”’ 

THE COST OF JUTE AND COTTON BAGGING, 

“It is selling for 16 cents a pound, or about 
124 cents per yard. Jute has gone down to4 
cents a pound or 8 cents a yard. The reason 
that it is cheaper for the farmers to cover their 
cotton with cotton bagging rather than with 
jute, is because the consumption of cotton is 
increased considerably by using the cotton 
bagging. ; 

“This naturally increases the demand for 
cotton, and hence is profitable to the farmers, 
by raising the price of cotton. If that rise is 
only half a cent, the difference between the cost 
of jute and cotton bagging is counterbalanced. 
You can see, therefore, the advisability of the 
farmers using cotton bagging. 

‘Jute will not be known as a cover for cot- 
ton five years from now. It will never be 
used again for this purpose. Cotton bagging 
has whipped the fight for all time.” 

TO ESTABLISH A FACTORY. 

A movement will be brought before the 
meeting of the State Alliance, which is to be 
held in Atlanta soon, to establish a cotton 
bagging factory in this state for the alliance. 

The matter has been talked of before, but 
will be brought before the next meeting in a 
business-like shape. : 

Colonel R. L. Burks, state secretary of the 
alliance, is a leader in the move.wsent, and 
says the indications are that the state alliance 
will take up the scheme. 

He says the plan is to build a large cotton 
bagging factory at some central point in the 
state, the place not having yet been definitely 
named.
